Legal barriers may prevent the 
consummation of plans suggested to 
Governor Thomas W. Tardwick 
Thursday under which schools in 17 
counties would receive certain ad- 
vances in their school funds to make 
good temporarily their losses through 
alleged shortages of R. N. Berrien, 
Jr., missing Atlanta bond broker, ac- 
cording to Superintendent of Educa- 
tion M. L. Brittain. The plan to 
advance to these counties one month’s 
allotment of their school funds and 


8 to continue to make such advances 
- until relief could be granted by the 


state legislature was suggested at 
a conference held Thursday by Gov- 
ernor Hardwick, Superintendent Brit- 
tain, General William A. Wright, 


~ state comptroller, and W. J. Speer, 


state treasurer. 

Superintendent Brittain, who has 
held the opinion that the state can 
reissue the warrants involved in the 
Berrien case, said Thursday he would 
welcome any plan which would ena- 
ble the schools to obtain the money 
they need for future operation, but 
said he had found that there might 
be serious legal objection to the plan 
to advance the schools money from 
month to month, for the r@ason that 
the warrapts for this year will ma- 
ture next Webruar and also for the 
reason that the suffering schools in 
December would have to operate in 
1921 on warrants legally due in 1922. 

Making Investigation. 

“These may not be insurmountable 
barriers, but the matter is being in- 
vestigated. 
on the plan suggested as yet,” Su- 


_ perintendent Brittain said. ; 
.. . Atterney-General. George. M. Na-. 
pier handed his opinion in the case 


to the governor Thursday, and it was 
made public. In this opinion the at- 
torney-general holds that Berrien was 
the agent of the state of Georgia and 
not the agent of ‘the county and city 
boards of education. He held that 
the original warrunts will constitute 
a legal obligation against the state 
of Georgia in the hands of an in- 
nocent holder without notice and be- 
fore mature. | 

He ruled further that the sending 
of the warrants to the city and coun- 
ty school boards for indorsement could 
not bave been payment of the war- 
rant. He also held that the gov- 
ernor has authority to issue second 
warrants to replace any of the war- 
rants, the proceeds of which may huve 
been embezzled, thus allowing all 
schools to participate in the entire 
fund in like proportion, even if nec- 
sary to scale down later allotments. 

The attorney-general’s opinion was 
comprehensive and covered all phases 
of the case. He recited a history of 
the passage of the legislation permit- 
ting the sale of such school warrants 
and cited numerous authorities to sup- 
port his opinions on the points raised. 
He sustained virtually all contentions 
made in the case by Superintendent 
Brittain. 

Does Not Agree. 


Governor Hardwick does not agree 
with the attorney-general on several 
of the points, according to his state- 
ment Thursday and the difference 
of opinion between the attorney-gen- 
eral on the one hand and the gover- 
nor and other state officials on the 
other, may lead to a test case being

Vienna, December 1.—In the wide- 
spread rioting which took place in 
Vienna today many Americans saty- 
ing at the hotels were attacked and 
some of them were subjected to rough 
treatment.

Inquiries at the hotels disclosed 
that many guests. were robbed of 
clothing and jewels, in some instances 
the jewels being torn from the ears. 

Seemingly the most rowdy elements 
swept through the inner city; they 
were joined by the worst criminal 
classes, committing all kinds of ex- 
cesses. 

At 7 o'clock tonight the streets’ 


were quiet and further disturbances 
of a serious nature are not looked for.

So far as officials have 
revealed, Japan has not yet formally 
raised that point, but it has been sug- 
gested by Japanese not directly con- 
nected with the delegation that Tokio 
might seek along with a ratio agree 
ment a definite understanding as to 
the American and British bases in Pa- 
cific waters. 

While on their way to Washington, 
the Japanese delegation made known 
their desire to establish a policy un- 
der which Japan would have a navy 
large enough to meet any force that 
any other power would be able to send 
to the Orient. In other words, it was 
suggested that Japan must have some 
assurance that American fortifica- 
tions in the Philippines and at Guam 
were not to be increased to the point 
where the entire American navy would 
be able to use them as bases:in an of- 
fensive against the Japanese empire. 

As the issue involved is not returned 
to a question of policy, the sugges- 
tion is made that the problem of na- 
tional defense for the Japanese em- 
pire is very closely related to the ques- 
tion of naval fortifications which are 
located near by.

Police found Mrs. Pensis’ body ly- 
ing on a bed upstairs. The body was 
still warm. The police believe she 
killed herself. 

Mrs. Pensis told police yesterday 
that they last saw Margaret Coughlin 
about 3 o'clock when she came to the 
house with Josephine Pensis to play. 
In a few moments, she said, Margaret 
complained of pains in her stomach 


and ran out of the house and across 
the street to her own home.

The specific 
charges they make against Klaliff 
Clarke are that he “is incompetent, 
disloyal, has and is neglecting his du- 
ties, is guilty of unbecoming conduct 
and the utterance of seditious and 
treasonable statemetns against the im- 
perial wizard.”

In addition, they set rurth in vari- 
ous individual affidavits, copies of 
statements Klaliff Clarke is alleged to 
have made to them at different times, 
among them being the statement in the 
affidavit of Hooper that the recent ill- 
ness of Imperial Wizard Simmons was 
all “a fake.” and that Clarke had de- 
elared that he was “preparing to move 
the wizard to the country, where no 
one could possibly reach 
where Colonel Simmons could drink 
his booze without being seen, stating 
that in four days Simmons had cone

NORTH CAROLINA MAN 
GIVES GOOD ROAD TALK 


Fitzgerald, Ga., December 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Maijor J. Hampden Reed, of 
North Carolina, director for the Dan- 
iel Boone trail, spent a few days here 
in the interest of the Daniel Boone 
Trail organization, whose highway pro- 
ject is to connect with the Dixie high- 
way to Florida at this point. Maior 
Reed is an enthusiastic “good roads” 
advocate, He addressed a meeting of

in its crusade against tuberculosis in 
Atlanta. 

This fact became known Thurs- 
day in an interview with Miss Mary 
Dickinson, acting executive secretary 
of the association, who is now di- 
recting the fight on the white plague 
being carried on’ with marked success 
by the organization. 

“The association has been confront- 
ed with a very serious financial sit- 
uation due to the enforced postpone- 
ment of our drive for funds to meet 
our annual budget,” states Miss Dick- 
inson. “Instead of having the re- 
turns from this drive available the 
middle of November, when our treas- 
ury became depleted, we have been 
compelled to wait until the middle of 
February. The entire expenses of the 
organization must, therefore, be borne 
out of the stamp sale. 

“As the matter now stands, prac- 
tically our entire force is working 
on reduced salaries which the work- 
ers have voluntarily accepted until 
proper funds could be secured. But 
wven this will not suffice unless the 
purchase of stamps exceeds our sale 
of last year. The only way we can 
possibly continue will be to cut off 
two of our most valued and important 
workers.” 

From a chart on the walls of her 
office, she pointed out just how the 
present work is expanding. This 
chart showed that in October, 1920, 
there were 933 eases still under treat- 
ment, and for October of the present 
year, the number had risen to 1,112.

Ashburn, Ga., December 1.—(Spe 
cial.)}—A colonization effort, on lines 
different from anything yet tried in 
south Georgia, and which has all in- 
dications of permanent success, $ now | 
under full headway in Jeff Davis) 
county. 

The very first step taken was a 


gia. Heretofore, in many previous col- 
vnization schemes, the land otfered 
was low-lying and the poorest in the 
state. Neediess to say, these schemes 
failed. ‘The colonists went home in 
disgust and our fair state got some ad-, 
verse advertising. ‘The promoters of 
the new colony are not alone in avoid- | 
ing this, but taking every precaution | 
to assure their colonists’ success and 
contentment. Their land, in the 
main, is of the highly prized and much 
sought after red pebble type, and roll- 
ing, thus affording natural drainage 
and insuring health. ‘The top soil is 
of a friable loam, delightful to work 
and very productive, whereas the sub- 
soil is clay that will hold manure and 
therefore susceptible of a very high 
state of fertility. 

There are 12,000 acres of it, pur-' 
chased from Tanner & Brice, of Doug- 
lass. It is on the G. & F. railway, 
10 miles from Hazlehurst and 22 north 
from Douglass. The Dixie highway 
could be said to be the western boun- 
dary of this magnificent body of land. 

On each of these farms they are 
now clearing, fencing and stumping 10 
acres, erecting a substantial and hand- 
some five or six-room bungalow, with 
electric lights and sewerage, digging 
a well, putting up a barn, setting out 
fruit trees and in other ways .naking 
the surroundings home-like and com- 
fortable. This is all done before the 
farm is delivered to the purchaser, so 
that he may enter and go to work im- 
mediately.

They were 
built as samples, but other houses, 10 
of which will be built monthly, will 
be planned to suit purchaser’s taste. 

An office has also been erected near 
Brooker, where Mr. Ferris makes head- 
quarters. Brooker is only a flag sta- 
tion on the G. & F. railway. There 
is no post office established there yet, 
but probably will be later, as it is 
a beautiful location for a town.

Bower, who is acting us colonization 
agent and left on November 21 for 
northern Indiana and southern Michi- 
gan to accompany the first batch of 
prospective purchasers to Georgia on 
December 15. Though this splendid 
colonization plan has got but little 
publieity in the south, yet some of the 
most influential publications in the 
north have given it considerable space. 
Notably, the Country Gentleman. This 
has drawn considerable attention to 
the “Brooker Colony” in the northern, 
western and mid-western states, with 
the result there are now over one hun- 
dred prospective buyers listed, and the 
number is increasing daily. 

I understand this commendable ef- 
fort, which may be called  philan- 
thropic as well as speculative, is made 
by the Southern States Development 
company, headed by Franklin Petit, of 
No. 2 Wall street, New York, who 
takes more than an usual interest in 
the success of the undertaking.

By Work in “Lombardi Ltd” 


Leo Carrillo, new to the south, took 
an Atlanta audience by storm last 
night at the Atlanta theater. “Lom- 
bardi, Ltd.,” seen in cinema in the 
south and hailed as great, served to 


give striking demonstration to the At- 
lanta audience that in expressing hu- 
man emotions the movie has a long 
und weary journey to travel before it 
can compete with the older art. 

There are some few occasions in 
the theatrical world when a star and 
a vehicle have met and an enduring 
classic results with the artist and the 
play indissolubly linked for life. 
“Jord Dundreary” and the elder Soth- 
ern; “Rip,” and Joe Jefferson; “A 
Parisian Romance,’ and Mr. Mans- 
field; “The Auctioneer,” and David 
Warfield, inevitably come to mind. 

It may be that “Lombardi, Ltd.” 
and Leo Carrillo will not reach this 
eminence, I am not trying to play 
the role of prophet, but this I can 
say—the star and his play have all the 
basic elements of enduring greatness. 

“Lombardi, Ltd.” in the first place, 
is a simple little story that is made 
for playing on human emotions. In 
every line in which there isn’t a 
laugh, there is a@ tear, the end toward 
which every dramatist, who would 
achieve popularity, strives. 

The laughs are more plentiful than 
the tears, a consummation devoutly to 
be wished, and when che tears are 
turned on, they are those good, self- 
satisfactory tears for good deeds, un- 
selfishly performed that cause the on- 
lookers to puff themselves up in a per- 
sonal pride for the things that the 
players are accomplishing behind the 
footlights. 

The story tells of a fashionable New 
York dressmaker—male—who is all 
artist with no business system or abil- 
ity, who wrapped up in his art be- 
comes the financial victim of more 
artful persons.

I don’t recall more convincing work 
done in as small a part as that ac- 
complished by Charles J. Stine as a 
theatrical manager. He is on the 
stage but a few minutes, but during 
that time he has worked so consci- 
entiously and convincingly that his im- 
print is shown on the entire produc- 
tion.

TO SEND ADVISER 
TO MONEY MEETING 


Washington, December 1.—(By the 


Associated Press.) —Decision has been! 


reached by the federal reserve board 
to send an adviser to the forthcoming 
conference of foreign bankers called 
by the reparations commission to dis- 
cuss exchange stabilization, it was said 
officially today at the treasury. 

The board, officials said, has signi- 
fied its willingness to be represented 
at the conference which will consider 
specific methods of preventing sudden 
exchange fluctuations resulting from 
the January payment of the German 
indemnity. The date and place_ of 
meeting of the conference has not been 
communicated to American officials 
who regard the whole matter as yet 
to be still in the form of a proposal. 

Treasury officials asserted it was 
probable the American representative 
at the conference would present sug- 
gestions for avoiding disturbance of 
exchange ratios but as yet definite 
methods have not been disclosed, al- 
though similar ideas were believed to 
be held by the foreign banks of issue. 

The proposed conference, it was be- 
lieved, would devote its attention pri- 
marily to some method by which the 
January reparations payment might 
be made with the least disturbance 
to the exchange values of the money of 
any of the various nations.

The difference of opinion must be 
compromised by the president.

It is certain that the house bill cre- 
ating a comumisison of five to handle 
foreign debt adjustment will be bitterly 
fought in the senate, Eftorts will be 
made to so amend it as to entirely af- 
fect its present purpose. 

“I want to see the house bill ma- 
terially changed before 1 support it,” 
declared Senator Borah. ‘the same 
sentiment is entertained by many oth- 
ers. Mr. Borah insists that either the 
plan or policy of the government, in 
adjusting the foreign indebtedness, 
must be indicated before legislation, or 
outlined in the bill itself. 

He wants a definite time fixed for 
payment of interest, and also regular 
periods of the principal to become due 
and collectable. He seeks to forbid 
cancellation in whole or in part, except 
by the direct authority of congress. 
In fact, Borah and his associates want 
to keep the matter entirely under the 
control of congress. 

“While 1 think that possibly it 
might be better to delay this matter 
foratime,’” said Mr. Borah, “I am 
ready to take it up. It is a matter of 
great importance, and should be given 
early consideration.

Soldier Bonus.

summer. And it looks now as though 
there may never be a cash bonus, such

This is not to imply that President 
Harding or the members of his admin- 
istration have turned their backs on 
the promise made to the soldiers that 
their demands for extra compensa- 
tion would be heard.

The Paris is expected to dock to- 
morrow and government officials are 
studying French law in the expecta- 
tion that they can legitimately re- 
quest the French government to de- 
tain the financier until steps can be 
taken for his return to this govern- 
ment. 

A son of Mr. Morse, it was said 
tonight, was in conference with at- 
torneys in this cit¥ and would issue 
a statement soon based upon a mes- 
sage he had received from his father. 


Trip for- Health. 


Mr. Morse, the son said, sailed last 
Friday from New. -York. The trip 
was advised by surgeons who. ex- 
amined him here three weeks ago at 
the Naval hospital, according to 
young Morse. 

It was officially stated several days 
ago that ship contracts held by Mr. 
Morse and some of his associates with 
the government were to be made sub- 
ject to grand jury investigation. 

Mr. Morse has had one of the most: 
spectacular careers of any of the big 
figures in American finances. 

For years a power in banking and 
shipping circles, he faced his first 
serious clouds in 1908 when suits 
were filed against him for more than 
$200,000 on promissory notes. Mr. 
Morse then was abroad and his coun- 
sel cabled him to return. 

Sentenced in 1908. 

On his arrival here he was arrest- 
ed and later convicted of having mis- 
applied the funds of the National 
Bank of North America in this city. 
In November, 1908, he was sentenced 
to fifteen years in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta. 

Then his wife began a fight for her 
husband that attracted nation-wide 
interest. Every art known to a lov- 


ing wife was emploved by Mrs. Morse 
to make her husband a free man. 
Morse had protested to the end of 
his trial—and after—that he had com- 
mitted no wrong, but had followed 
practices common to nearly every 
business man of his time. 

On January 18, 1912, President 
Taft commuted the banker's sentence 
on the recommendation of the attor- 
ney-general based on -a report from 
the surg@n-general of the army which 
said in part: “Careful review of re- 
ports makes it clear to my mind that 
he is suffering from a combination of| 
diseases due to degenerative changes 
which are incurable and progressive.

Mr. Morse, however, upset this pre- 
diction. He spent some time abroad 
recovering his health and in 1916 re- 
sumed businesa in New York by or- 
ganizing a shipping combine for serv- 
ice with Europe and South American 
ports. 

In 1920 he again encountered a 
federal grand jury, being indicted on 

charge of having unlawfully sold 
an American vessel, the John J. Me- 
Cullouch, to the government of Tunis, 
for half a million dollars, without per- 
m‘ssion of the shipping board. He 
pleaded not guilty, was released and 
sgon after the indictment was dis- 
nfissed. 

Mr. Morse’s rise to prominence in 
the business world was rapid. While 
4 student at Bowdoin co'lege in Maine, 
he showed his business acumen by 
defraving his expenses hv hiring a boy 
in his place as honokkeeper in his 
father’s office, paring the young clerk 
only part of what he was getting and 
keening the rest. 

After leaving: college. Mr. Morse 
soon gained a firm hold on the ice 
industry and then began to seek con- 
trol of varions honks.
